VThe important thing for 
us is that Patty is safe,” 
Rudolph Hearst told tbe 
army of media reporters at 
his front door yesterday, 
moments after his kidnaped 
'daughter’s taped voice was 
broadcast over the radio. 

< ~As to the difficult de- 
mands for a massive “ges- 
ture of good faith” set forth 
in djbe kidnapers’ taped mes- " 
sage, he said without a flick- 
er of hesitation, “Certainly 
we’ll do everything within 
our power to comply.” 

Later in the day, at the 
ame spot, a relative and 
ipokesman, Jack Cooke, 
;aid the f amil y was already 
at work on those efforts, 
studying the complex terms, 
and giving “consideration to 
every demand.” 

- • Cooke said agencies and 
institutions involved in the 
massive food - distribution 
program — specified by the 
idmapers as the “gesture 
£ good faith” — would be 
ootacted for discussions 
bout the demands. 

He noted that the taped 
o ess age “did give Mr. 
learst several days to react 
6 the demand — till a week 
tom now. 

“In the ensuing days, 
aere will be a diligent effort 
^lade to determine if com- 
pete compliance is in bis 
lurisdietion,” Cooke said. 

While the Hearsts were 
listening to the taped mes- 
sage broadcast inside their 
Hillsborough home, report- 
ers and camera, men in the 
yard listened over their

transistor radios. 

• Immediately upon conclu- 
sion of the broadcast, Hearst 
emerged through the front 
door, accompanied by his 
wife, Catherine. 

As she had done on so 
many previous appearances 
thefe in the preceding week, 
Mrs. Hearst stood silent and 
cehtrolled beside her hus- 
band, her left hand in hif 
right hand, and her right 
hahd crossed over to touch 
his right wrist. 

u As usual, Hearst was 
grave and plainspoken in 



responding to questions. 

Asked if he would request 
the. FBI to cease its work on 
the kidnaping, he replied 
that he could not control a 
'government agency, but ad- 
ded: 

.. “I’d like to assure these 
people that nobody’s going 
to go rushing up to some 
house and start shooting — 
.aqd I have been assured by 
the FBI that their first con- 
cern is for Patricia’s safe- 
ty.” 

•At the later briefing by 
Cooke, a reporter asked how
